“Upon all testimony and evi­ 
dence presented . . . it is the de­ 
termination of this body that the 
death . . . was occasioned by no 
criminal means nor by any crimi­ 
nal agency." 
Rowan was found dead last Nov. 
7 in his bedroom here. 
The jury heard testimony that 
i someone had h ied to persuade 
Rowan not to testify in the Ulster 
County investigation. 
The jury's report did not men­ 
tion the possibility that Rowan 
shot himself accidentally or was 
shot accidentally, nor did it men­ 
tion suicide.

W ould Makt* M arket 
Order on Yule T rees 
ALBANY, N. Y. (A P )-If the 
growers are willing, New York 
State will try to make its home­ 
grown Christmas trees more at­ 
tractive to the choosy buying pub­ 
lic. 
The vehicle is a bill that Gov. 
Rockefeller signed into law' today. 
Rockefeller observed in a mem­ 
orandum that less than half of the 
six million Christmas trees sold 
in the state teach year are native 
grown. 
The law will permit the State 
Agriculture Department to set up 
a tree-marketing order, 
If two 
thirds of the producers approve. 
The order would set standards for 
grading trees and permit growers 
to cooperate in advertising and 
other promotion of their product.

Two Remarkable Men 
Castro, Nasser Have 
Striking Parallels

Some striking parallels between 
the two careers and personalities 
might well make one wonder: Is 
Fidel Castro a sort of Nasser of 
the Antilles? 
The question is likely to occur 
to many who have the opportunity 
to see and hear the Cuban revolu­ 
tionary leader on his current visit 
to the United States. 
No Aspersions 
To suggest this casts no asper­ 
sion on the man who toppled an 
entrenched Latin American dicta­ 
torship against almost impossible 
odds. Egypt's Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser, 
like 
Castro, is, to say the 
least, a remarkable man. 
The following is true both of Cu­ 
ba and Egypt: Before the revolu­ 
tion, 
the country’ was in the grip 
of a 
corrupt and 
often brutal re­ 
gime. The revolution’s victory was 
welcomed by a great preponder­ 
ance of the thinking people in the 
Western world. It was considered 
a hopeful development, a chance 
that 
the lowly citizens 
so long 
abused and neglected at last could 
look forward to a decent break. 
Some Mannerism* 
Like Nasser's, Castro's postrev­ 
olution approach to his monumen­ 
tal 
problems 
sometimes 
has 
seemed more emotional than prac­ 
tical. Indeed, even in his manner- 
, isms, his gestures, his way of roll- 
, ing his eyes heavenward, his elo- 
! quence and his personal charm, 
Castro 
inevitably 
reminds 
one 
strongly of Nasser. 
Even Castro's stoutest support­ 
ers in the United States will admit 
he has a Nasser-like inclination to 
pout if the slightest doubt is cast 


(upon his pronouncements or inten­ 
tions. 
Like Nasser, 
Castro came to 
power as a young man — very 
young for the job of coping with 
the 
vast 
complexities 
inherited 
; from the corrupt old regime. As in 
Nasser's case, there is a sugges- 
1 tion of political immaturity in Cas­ 
tro's approach. 
Two Sound Alike 
Castro even has sounded like 


1 Nasser when he spoke loudly of 
! neutralism in world affairs and of 
1 the "United States imperialists” 
whom he accused of profiting in 
his country at the expense of the 
population. 
Like 
Nasser, 
Castro 
even has hinted that if the United 
States annoys him sufficiently, he 
knows where to turn. 
Nasser was not satisfied to de­ 
velop his own revolution. He di­ 
verted and halted its more hopeful 
programs for the sake of interfer­ 
ing in the affairs of other Arab 
countries. He seemed to picture 
himself the liberator of a great 
area, much of which did not par­ 
ticularly want to be liberated. 
It is to be hoped Castro will 
want to develop his own revolu­ 
tion. It has a great deal of prom­ 
ise. It may be interrupted, per­ 
haps set back many years if he 
chooses to encourage Cuban ad­ 
venturing in the Caribbean and 
elsewhere in Latin America for 
the purpose of "liberating” areas 
which may not long for his own 
particular brand of liberation. 
The Cuban situation is vastly un­ 
like the Egyptian in this respect: 
Cuba, alongside of Egypt, is a fab­ 
ulously rich land. If Castro's at­ 
tempt at a social revolution should 
go the way of Nasser's, Castro will 
have far less excuse than Nasser 
had.

b ig b lack b ass. During March and 
| April, when many large females 
are coming to the spawning b eds, 
I it s possib le to catch your limit of 
1 fish running anywhere from five 
to 10 pounds. 
This 
m ay 
sound 
unsportsman­ 
like, b ut the facts are quite re­ 
verse. In a vast spread of water 
like Okeechob ee, the prob lem of 
fisheries management is inclined 
to 
b e 
under-fishing 
rather 
than 
over-fishing. 
Florida, 
like 
many 
states, sanctions the no-closed-sea- 
son « 'diet b ecause not only do the 
b ass have a great reproductive po­ 
tential, b ut anglers just don't b egin 
to harvest the standing crop. 
Unlike 
northern 
states 
where 
cold weather ends the growing sea­ 
son, in these fertile southern wa­ 
ters fish grow 12 months of the 
year. 
In fact, the b ass actually 
spawn 
almost 
every 
month in 
Florida. 
Three Key .Month* 
( 
Spawning fish are more numer- 
\ 
ous at Okeechob ee during Feb ru­ 
ary, March, and April and conse­ 
quently we are enjoying a period 
when the old b usters are in the 
shallows and more readily avail­ 
ab le to angling. And don't get the 


j idtx i that these fish are push-overs. 
Five or 10 pounds of b ass in the 
j thick "hayfields" typical of south 
I Florida is a lot to handle. I lost 
four b efore I could hold one. And 
how those fish jumped! The truth 
is that not many people manage 
to take their eight-fish limit under 
these conditions. 
Tests have b een conducted 
in 
many states for the past 20 years 
in an attem pt to justify the closed 
season. We’ll b e telling you ab out 
one of the more ex haustive studies 
made in Illinois in tho June Field 
& Stream. The research lads in Ill­

fishermen

sub stantial numb er of b ass. 
It turned out that only a few 
fishermen who were rated as "ex - 
perts 
could take b ass consistently’ 
and the total effect on the standing 
population was far from detriment­ 
al. The real shocker was that an­ 
glers’ live b ait such as minnows 
and worms had far lower scores 
than those who cast artificial lures.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — A line ot type from Miami closed! 
out a truly fabulous haseball career. It announced the release of 
Leroy Paige by the M arlins of the International League. 
Every com petent baseball m an who saw Satchel Paige—even 
in the sere and yellow of his rem arkable run—agree that he per­ 
haps was denied the right to win 400 games in the major leagues. 
Giving you a quick slant on how highly they regarded 01’ Satch, 
only two pitchers reached that total—W alter Johnson and Cy 
Young. 
Organized baseball lifted the barrier against Negroes more 
than 20 years too late for Paige. Yet 01* Satch was still quite a 
pitcher when in his 41st year Bill Yeeck brought him up in mid- 
season of 1948 in time to win six while losing one with an earned- 
run average of 2.47 for Cleveland. This helped the Indians to their 
first American League pennant in 28 years. Paige had the satis­ 
faction of getting in a World Series, too. although only long enough 
to retire two Boston Braves. Moving to the St. Louis Browns with 
Voock. OV Satcli hung around through 1953. 
He's been laughing at Triple A hitters since, but time finally 
caught up with even this amazing figure at 50, or thereabouts.

T1IF. PERFORMANCES OF Negro playera since Jackie Robin­ 
son c r a s h e d the Brookl>n Dodgers in 1947 gives you a rough idea 
of what Paige tackled through the years in Negro leagues. He 
had to fool batters who could hit as well or better than Jackie 
and Frank Robinson, Roy Oampanella, Monte Irvin. I.arry Doby, 
Millie Mays, Henry Aaron and Wes C ovington. Ol* Satch was the 
boyhood idol of three fellows, by the way. 
Paige entered organized hall reluctantly. After all, he did well 
in the Negro leagues, for years earned more money than any other 
pitcher. $10,000 annually. 
During that stretch his ambition was to pitch for a Negro 
All-Star team against its white counterpart. He picked his side: 
Josh Gibson, cacher; John O’Neill or Buck Leonard, first base; 
Bobby Sorrell, second base; Harry Bankhead or Jess Williams, 
shortstop; Howard Easterling, third base; Millard Brown, Jay 
Bell and Ducky Davenport, outfielders.

PAIGE WALKED LIKE an amiable camel and pitched the 
same way. A taller edition of Hank Aaron of the Milwaukee 
Braves, he was remindful of Stcpin’ Fetchit, so languid and loose 
were his movements. 
For 25 years. Paige stalked throughout North and Central 
America mowing down batters sum m er and winter. Throughout 
that stretch, he was rated by many, especially those of his race, 
as the greatest pitcher who ever lived. He was by far the fore­ 
most showman in the business, one of its top attractions. 
Paige, a right-hander towering six feet three-and-a-half and 
weighing 175 pounds, thought nothing of pitching day in and day 
out the year round. Several years before he got his first oppor­ 
tunity to pitch in organized ball. P aig e'h ad reached the stage 
where he conserved his energy. He was assisted in doing this by 
near-perfect control. He cut loose only when he had to.

PAIGE BEGAN PLAYING veml-profeaslonally in Chattanooga 
in 1920. Three years later he played his first pro game with the 
Birmingham Giants. Through the years he averaged 14 strikeouts 
a game. 
OP Satch just threw the hall past hitters in his prime. Like 
all stickout slingers, when he lost the fireball he resorted to guile 
and had a little more of that than the others, too. 
Paige abandoned the wind-up 35 years before Don Larsen and 
Bob Turley of the Yankees. He stood statue-like, the ball hidden 
in his glove, shot suddenly from a standing position. Bearing 
down, he stretched a little, but there was no elaborate windup. 
Paige said he contracted the moniker, Satchel, not from the 
size of his feet, which was average, hut while smashing baggage 
at the railroad station of his native Mobile. 
After watching Satchel work, one was forced to the conclu­ 
sion that he was so tagged because whenever he pitched the game 
was practically in the bag.

Fishing Editor 
We had an exceptional day of 
fishing on Lake Okeechobee for 
big black bass. During March and 
April, when many large females 
are coming to the spawning beds, 
it’s possible to catch your limit of 
fish running anywhere from five 
to 10 pounds. 
This may sound unsportsman­ 
like, but the facts are quite re- 
; verse. In a vast spread of water 
like Okeechobee, the problem of 
: fisheries management is inclined 
to be under-fishing rather than 
ov er-fishing. 
Florida, 
like many 
I states, sanctions the no-closed-sea- 
son edict because not only do the 
i bass have a great reproductive po- 
! tential. but anglers just don’t begin 
! to harvest the standing crop. 
Unlike 
northern 
states 
where 
; cold weather ends the growing sea­ 
son, in these fertile southern wa­ 
ters fish grow 12 months of the 
year. In fact, the bass actually 
spawn 
almost 
every 
month in 
Florida. 
Three Key Months 
Spawning fish are more numer­ 
ous at Okeechobee during Febru­ 
ary, March, and April and conse­ 
quently we are enjoying a period 
when the old busters are in the 
| shallows and more readily avail­ 
able to angling. And don't get the 
idea that these fish are push-overs. 
Five or 10 pounds of bass in the 
i thick “hayfields” typical of south 
I Florida is a lot to handle. I lost 
four before I could hold one. And 
how those fish jumped! The truth 
i is that not many people manage 
i to take their eight-fish limit under 
these conditions. 
Tests have been conducted in 
many states for the past 20 years 
in an attempt to justify the closed 
I season. We ll be telling you about 
one of the more exhaustive studies 
made in Illinois in the June Field 
& Stream. The research lads in Ill­ 
inois found that fishermen just 
: aren’t efficient in catching any 
: substantial number of bass. 
It turned out that only a few 
fishermen who were rated as “ex- 


j perts’ ’ could take bass consistently 
i and the total effect on the standing 
i population was far from detriment­ 
al. The real shocker was that an­ 
glers’ live bait such as minnows 
and worms had far lower scores 
than those who cast artificial lures.
